AMERICANS LEAVE 


Washington Officials 
are 
Alarmed 
Over Anti-Foreign Riots That are 
Sweeping China 


U. S. FORCES IN R EA D IN ESS 


Prepared to Use Force to Cover an 
Evacuation— Additional Marines 
Ordered from Guam

Washington, Jan. 
22—(U.R)— A- 
mcricans were fleeing today from d o­ 
zens of isolated mission posts to 
Chinese coast cities, where, U. 
S. 
battleships wait to protect them 
or 
carry them to the Philippines 
and 
safety, if necessary. 
Officials here are alarmed over the 
anti-foreign riots sweeping 
China 
and are tak ing all 
precautionary 
measures to evacuate the 12,000 A- 
merieans there in an emergency. 
American battleships and marines 
are prepared to use force to cover 
an evacuation, but it is realized that 
foreign guns unless discreetly used 
may enrage rpther than frighten the 
Chinese mobs. Tn no case will Amer­ 
ican forces tak e sides in the internal 
military and political conflict. 
With John MacMurrav, American 
minister, ordered back to Pek ing to 
tak e charge of the situation, 
and 
additional marines 
ordered 
from 
Guam to the Philippines as a 
re­ 
serve, other forces are waiting 
the 
call of Admiral Williams, 
Asiatic 
commander. 
Twenty-six American war vessels 
are in Chinese waters or on the way 
there. Nearby, at Manila in the Phil­ 
ippines, 17 more are under 
steam, 
ready to move northward 
on 
an 
hour’s notice. 
Aboard these ships, some of them 
up the Yangtze river in the interior 
of China, are 6,282 bluejack ets and 
810 marines. There is an additional 
reserve of 526 marines in other As­ 
iatic ports, and 900 F. 
55. 
Army 
troops standing regular guard over 
the railroad which runs from Pek ing 
to the sea. At Pek ing there is a lega­ 
tion guard of more than 100 
m ar­ 
ines. 
Consular reports today continue to 
picture the Trek 
of 
missionaries 
from the interior 
to 
the 
coast, 
though many are heroically staying 
at their posts. 
Most of1 the American women and 
children have already been evacu­ 
ated from such cities as 
Hank ow, 
Foo Chow, Amoy 
and 
Kiuk iang. 
Some have gone to the Philippines 
but most of these refugees are in or 
near Shanghai to join the 4,090 per­ 
manent American residents there. 
Fear is now expressed 
for

safety of Americans in 
Shanghai. 
Even in the foreign q uarter of that 
port, there are only 39,990 foreign­ 
er-; against 900,999 natives. Tf Die

State Budget Report 


The state budget report and 
a p ­ 
propriation measure, carrying #48,- 
642,406, to carry on the functions 
of the sta te government for the next 
biennial period, lias been approved 
by the state budget committee 
and 
will probably be placed, before the 
legislature Monday. 
The report ready for the legisla­ 
ture represents a reduction of #27,- 
606,085 in the 
requests 
originally 
submitted. This means more than a 
third was pared from the estimates 
for tin* various state departments. 
Each request was considered sep­ 
arately on its merits, the needs 
of 
the institution or department being 
taken into consideration, of course. 


The appropriation bill, when 
it 
linally reaches the governors desk 
a fte r emerging from the legislative 
assaults, may not resemble its pres­ 
ent form ,but it at least will be 
the 
composite views of the legislators. 


The budget 
committee’s 
action 
probably will not meet with the a p ­ 
proval of any of the state oliicers or 
trustees or hoards making the 
re ­ 
commendations, but the 
committee 
doubtless thought it was acting 
for 
the best interests of the taxpayers. 
Notable among tin* reductions 
of 
the committee is a slicing of #420,- 
000 off the state board of 
agricul­ 
tu re’s request. The recommended a p ­ 
propriation was scaled down 
from 
#500,000 to #80,000. This 
probably 
will not stand a> the budget 
coni- 
mitteee suggests, bceaues there has 
been a disposition on the part 
of 
p ast legislatures to support 
*liq 
state fair very liberally. 


The committee also pared the re ­ 
quest of the slate highway d ep art­ 
ment from #.‘»7,991,198 to #22,500,- 
000 for the two-year period,

It would nojt be true to call the 
early schools of 
Rushville 
publit 
schools, tu the sense that we 
use 
the term now. There were schools, 
where now stands Rushville, before 
th d e was a town—even on paper. 
This was owing to the 
fa c t 
that 
there were educated men and women 
among the pioneers and 
as one,— 
William 
B. 
La ugh 1 in— stands 
out 
more prominent than any other, 
a 
short biography of this remarkable 
man must be given, th at 
we 
may 
know why, he is rightly called 
the 
lather of Rushville. B om in W ash­ 
ington county, Pa., Dec, 17, 1778, he 
served an apprenticeship 
of 
seven 
years, learning the h atter’s 
trade 
and while so engaged, he read and 
studied so that, when his time was 
up, lie was enabled to enter Jeffer­ 
son 
College. There he took a full 
course and graduated in six years. 
Going to Scott county, Ky., in 1S12, 
he taught school lo u r years, 
then, 
came to 
Franklin county, Ind., in 
1816 —the year Indiana w as adm it­ 
ted as a state— and was elected 
to 
the legislature in 1818, which then 
sat at Cory don. 
lie taught school 
at Brookville and studied medicine. 
He had studied 
law a t 
Jefferson 
( ollege anfl with it surveying. 
So 
be was fitted for many positions in 
life and filled all with fidelity 
and 
ability, 
while teaching 
a t 
Brook- 
v die, lie instructed three boy s, who 
a Item aid became governors of In ­ 
diana— Kay, Noble and Wallace. 
Being 
appointed 
a government 
surveyor, he helped 
survey 
Rush, 
Shelby, 
Decatur, 
Bartholomew, 
Johnson, Marion, Delaware, 
M adi­ 
son, Henry, Hancock, Randolph and 
Jay counties. A fter an old friend, 
Dr. Rush, he named 
Rush 
county 
and Rushville, 
Coming to Rush county in 1820, 
he saw at once the urgent need 
of 
providing for the education 
of the 
children, then there and to come a f ­ 
terward. Dr. Laughlin brought a fair 
sized s c h o o l witJi 
him— three 
hoys 
and 
ten 
girls— so 
that 
housing, 
feeding and educating 
them was 
a 
great problem, in the wilderness. To 
house them he built the first house 
in Rushville on the high ground, ju st 
south of the F. (). L. lodge, near a 
line spring of crystal water. 
This structure was a large double,! served 


titles by which W. B. Laughlin was 
known, 
while 
remembering, 
that 
there was only, one Laughlin, 
con­ 
cerned in the settlement and early 
history of Rushville. 


-At Jefferson College, 
he became 
proficient in 
law 
and 
surveying. 
\\ hen he* moved to Brookville, 
h( 
taught school and/Studied medicine 
— a 
science he had studied under 
Dr. Benjamin 
Kush— when in 
col­ 
lege. 


lie was elected judge soon after 
coming to Franklin county and 
in 
1818 elected to the legislature, from 
that county, and was instrumental 
in the p a ssa g e Jn 1821, of the bill, 
which provided 
for the 
organiza­ 
tion of Kush county. 
To medicine, 
he gave most 
attention 
in 
later 
years. 


So we see, he was entitled to var­ 
ious appellations, but his name and 
memory; will live longest and shine 
brightest, because of his 
unselfish 
philanthropy. He deeded to Conrad 
Sailors, county 
agent, 
forty-five 
acres of land and Nathaniel Hodges, 
deeded 
twenty-five 
for 
a county 
seat. These were donations. As 
a 
government surveyor he helped s u r­ 
vey Rush, Decatur, 
Bartholomew, 
Shelby, Johnson, Marion, Hancock, 
Henry counties and 
surveyed 
and 
platted the original plat of Rushville, 
which unfortunately» bears 
neither 
his name nor the date of platting. 
Of his wife (Ruth McKcnnon) 1 find 
very little mention but the 
silence 
that 
shrouds 
her tomb, proclaims 
her virtues more 
eloquently 
than 
“ Storied urn or animated b u st.” A 
woman, who could follow tlie fo o t­ 
steps of a man of the daring quali­ 
ties of her husband 
through 
the 
dangers and privations of the wilder 
ness and raise a family of thirteen 
children, needs only to be gratefully 
and everlastingly remembered. 
In the southeast 
corner 
of the 
lower graveyard sleeps, the mortal 
remains 
of William 
B. 
Laughlin 
and wife, in a sadly neglected’•spot 
bringing 
m ost 
forcibly 
to 
mind, 
Moore’s “ Lines on Sheridan.” H a r­ 
mony Laughlin, a son of W. B.’s, 
was a school teacher of note 
and 
taught many» schools 
in 
different 
parts of the county and was a most 
excellent 
teacher 
and 
agreeable 
gentleman, lie was born in W ash­ 
ington county, Pa., Feb. 11th, li>05 
and came to Rushville with the fam ­ 
ily in 1820. Two years 
a fte r 
his 
m arriage to 
Elizabeth 
Veeder 
in 
1829, he went to Illinois where 
he 
remained 
three years, returning to 
Rushville, he became deputy sheriff, 
which position he held until 1840, 
when he was 
elected 
sheriff 
and

assisted later, by John W. Barbour. 
It was said of this school that Ni­ 
chols taught and Barbour “ T hresh­ 
e d ”. This 
s c h o o l continued until in

pected or required.

W arner was maintained 
by

vSh was joined a year later by her 
sister, Miss Lydia, who later m ar­ 
ried Hon. Leonidas Sexton. 


In 1849 the Rushville high school 
was 
begun which was independent 
of the seminary and was taught in 
the basementt of the Presbyterian 
church, under the management of a 
•board of trustees and in charge of 
the W arner sisters. Lydia 
W arner 
was a music teacher and 
brought 
the first piano to Rushville. 
This school was intended to teach 
higher branches of learning. A fter 
some two years the W arner Sisters 
were succeeded 
by 
the 
Langdon 
Sisters, w'ho were.tine teachers. Rev. 
Stewart was its principal guide and 
director and the school 
was thus 
considered as a Presbyterian insti­ 
tution, but was nevertheless produc­ 
tive of great 
good, 
but 
it only 
shows that public schools, to be po ­ 
pular, must lie non-sectarian. 


In 1851 Rev. Stew art 
began 
a 
private school for boys, in his own 
residence, now the Colonial Hotel. 
It was intended to give them such 
instruction as would lit them for en­ 
tering college. Among the students, 
at this school, were M arshall 
and 
Leonidas Sexton, Norval W. Cox, 
William W. Carr, William A. Pugh, 
Absalom Megee, William and Hugh 
Stewart, Thomas and Henry Ruck­ 
er, Samuel W. Danner and Samuel 
Culliver, with many others.

The state budget report and ap- 


propriation measure, carrying $48,- 
G42,4U(i, 
U> carry on the functions 


of the state government for the next 
biennial period, has been approved 
by the stale budget committee and 
•will probably be placed, before the 
legislature Monday. 


The report ready for the legisla- 


ture represents a reduction of $27,- 
(iO<i,(l85 in the 
requests 
originally 


submitted. This means more than a 
third was pared from the estimates 
for the various state departments. 


Each request was considered sep- 


arately on its merits, the needs of 
Hie institution or department being 
taken into consideration, nf course. 


The appropriation bill, when 
it 


finally reaches the governors desk 
after emerging from the legislative 
assaults, may not resemble its pres- 
ent form ,but it at least will lie the 
composite views of the legislators. 


The liijdget 
committee's 
action 


probably will not meet with the ap- 
proval of any of the state ollicers or 
trustees or boards making the re- 
commendations, but the 
committee 


doubtless thought it was acting for 
the best interests of the taxpayers. 


Notable among the reductions of 


the committee is a slicing of $420,- 
000 oil the state board of 
agricul- 


ture's request. The recommended ap- 
propriation was scaled down from 
$500,11(10 to $80,000. This probably 
will .not stand as the budget 
com- 


mitlcee suggests, beca-ues there has 
been a disposition on the part 
of 


past legislatures to support

soii, Henry, Hancock, Randolph and 
Jay counties. After an old friend, 
Dr. IJush, he named 'Hush county 
and Kushville. 


Coming to Hush conuty in 1820, 


he saw at once the urgent need of 
providing for the educatiou of the 
children, then there and to come af- 
terward. Dr. Laiighliu brought a fair 
sized school with 
him — three boys 


aiid 
ten girls — so that housing, 


feeding and educating them was a 
great problem, in the wilderness. To 
house them he built the first house 
iu Rushville on the high ground, just 
south of the F. O. E. lodge, near a 
(iue spring of crystal water. 


This structure was a large double, 


log house, with a hallway, between 
the houses. -It is tradition, that one 
of those rooms was used for school 
purposes as well us a dwelling and 
that the 'children of tbe neighbor- 
hood received instruction there, for 
a time at least, with the doctor's 
thirteen.

In the southeast 
corner

lower graveyard sleeps, the 'mortal 
remains of William"'.

Moore's "Lines on Sheridan." Har- 
mony Laughliii, a sou of W. fi.'s, 
was a school teacher of note and 
taught umuy. schools in 
different 


parts of the county and 'was a most 
excellent 
teacher 
aud 
agreeable 


gentleman. He was born in Wash- 
ington county, Pa., Feb. llth, 1805 
and came to Rushville -with the fam- 
ily in 1820. Two years

entire charge of all the teaching. 


Sh was joined a year later by her 
sister, Miss Lydia, who later mar- 
ried Hon. Leonidas Sexton. 


In 1849 the Rushville high school 


was begun which was independent 
of the seminary and was taught in 
the basementt of the Presbyterian 
church, under the management of a 
•board of trustees" and .in charge of 
the Warner sisters. Lydia Warner 
was a music teacher and 
brought 


the first piano to Rushville. 


This school was intended to teach 


higher branches of learning. After 
some two years the W^arner Sisters 
were succeeded 
by the 
Langdon 


Sisters, who werejine teachers. Rev. 
Stewart was its principal guide and 
director and the school was thus 
considered as ' a Presbyterian insti- 
tution, but was nevertheless produc- 
tive of great good, 
but it only 


shows that public schools, to be po- 
pular, must /be non-sectarian. 


In 1851 Rev. 'Stewart began a 


private' school for boys, in his own 
residence, now the Colonial Hotel. 
It was intended to give them such 
instruction as would tit them for en- 
tering college. Among the students, 
at this school, were Marshall 
and 


Leonidas Sexton, Norval W. Cox, 
William W. Carr, William A, Pugh, 
lAbsalom Megee, William and :'Hugh 
Stewart, Thomas and Henry Kuck- 
er, Samuel W. Banner and Samuel 
Gulliver, with many others.
